WWW/Mosaic for mobile computing platforms. Dynamic documents are progr;

The policies fo 
and prefetching can be under control of dynamic documents, allowing the strc 
be document specific. Using dynamic documents, we have built an adaptive E 
browser that employs application specific caching and prefetching strategies,
